OFFICERS WHO PROBABLY
WILL COMPOSE THE COURT.

It seems to be the Impression to-day
among well-informed officers that the court
will comprise:

Admiral George Dewey, Rear Admiral E.
A. Luce, Rear Admiral A, F. K. Benham or
Rear Admiral F. M. Ramsay, Major C. H.
Lauchheimer, Unlted States Marine Corps.
Judge Advocate.

Officers frendly to Schley say that a bet-
ter court could not be offered by the de-
partment. All of the officers named are
distingulshed for thelr abllity,

Alajor Lauchheimer, who will probably be
gtlected to perform the trylng and difcult
duty of Judge Advocate, is an authority on
naval law. IHe has served as Judge Advo-
cate of numerous courts of Inquiry and
court-martial, Is a graduate of law, and has
published books on nuval law and naval
procedure with respect to courts of Inquiry
und court-martial.

The precept, convening the court and
describing the matters to be Investigated, is
now In couree of preparation. It will be a
very comprehensive paper, It will set forth
in detall the object of the Inquiry.

In order that the Investigation may be
exhaustive, Becretary Long has declded
that the entlre Santiago campalgn shal] be
the fleld, which will be subjected to micro
scople examination by the court,

Rear Admiral Schley's conduct at Clen-
fuegos. his delay at that peint, in the face
of orders directing hlm to proceed to Ban
tiago de Cuba, his decision after arriving
oft Santlago de Cuba to return to Key
West, and his conduct In the battle of
Bantlago will al scrutinized by the
court, and the precept will so direct.

Upon the conclusion of the inyestigation,
the court will be directed to rt its pro-
ceedings and the testimony taken, with a
full statement of all the facts which it may
(é\'t.‘t!"ld 1o be established by the evidence ad-

uced.

As the statute of limitatlons bars further
proceedings or punithment of any kind, the
court will not be directed to report its opin-
fon as to what further proceedings shal] be
inaugurated. The most that the depart-
ment ean do, which can In any way be con-
structed as a punishment, is to lssue a gen-
eral order announcing the findings of the
courts, but even some naval authorities
doubt If the Secretary, In view of the article
of war quoted above, would be justified in
taking this action.

COURT’'S SESSIONS MAY
COANTINUE SEVERAL MONTHA.

The court will probably be In sesrion gev-
eral months. It will assemble In the ante-
room of the office of the Secretary of the
Navy. Its members will be In the undress
uniform of thelr rank, and all naval wit-
nesses will be required to appear before it
in uniform. There will be a marine orderly
at the door.

“BROOKLYN DID NOT
UNDERSTAND THE SIGNALS.”

RE“I’[‘I‘GIJ?‘ SPECIAL

Newport, R. L, July 24.—Captain F 1
A. Cock, who, during the ﬂ:mnr:sh:\m:glr:‘i:
war, was In command of the crufscr Broolk-
Iyn, which was the flagship of Adm ral
Bchley's "flylng squadron.” talked to-day
of the statement which haz been made, that
the Brooklyn was not In possesslon of the
code of signals Improvised for use between
the Cuban insurgents und the American
shipa,

‘“The Brooklyn,"” sald Captaln Cook, "“was
not put In possession of the code of signals,
and, on account of our lack of knowlecdge
of them, we were very much mystified by
certaln signs that we observed on the
beach at Clenfuegos,

"We saw one nicht three horizontal lan-
terns on the beach at Clenfuegor. As we
afterwards learned they were o slen from
the insurgents thut they wished to comnu-
nicate with us. We thought the lantirnas a
trap of some sort, and we acted accord-
Ingly.

“At that tim» we had no knowledge whnt-
ever of the whereabouts of Cervera. Wo
had been Informed by the Captain of a ves-
sel, the Adu'n, that the fleet had been seen
going into Santiago, but that they had been
seen coming out again, The Commander-in-
Chlef thought possibly that they had gone
past us and had got into Havena.

“When, however, we observed the lichts
on the beach at Clenfuegos, the Commander-

ce, Including dl-

ence of the Spanish ships there. Not know-
we looked for no signs on the beach in the
daytime, but on the second night we again
obecrved three horizontal lights on  the
sghore. It was not till the second day, when
Captaln McCalla came up, that we Jearned
that signals had been prearranged, and
that the lights that we had secen for two
nights on the bench expressed a desire of
the insurgents to communicate with us.
LACK OF KNOWLEDGE OF

SIGNALS CAUSED DELAY.

*“We told Captain McCalla that we had
seen llghts upon the beach, whereupon ho
exclaimed: *Why, they want to communi-
cate with you.' This was the first inu-
matlon we had »f any such wish on the
part of the Culbans.

“Captaln McCalla explained thnt, as he
had some explosives for the Cubans, he
would go In and Investigate,
and, as soon as he was able to Inform us,
he sald that the lights had really been slg-
nals from the Insurgents, who desired to
rommun!cate with we. Captaln MeCalla
also Informed ue= that the Spanlsh ships
were not in Cienfueges.”

While Captain Cook did not say so, far,
Indeed, he carefully avoided any statement
that would be likely to lead to a further
discussion of Bantlage matters, it would

“TOOK IT FOR GRANTED
HE UNDERSTOOD SIGNALS.”

New London, Conn., July 24—Admiral
Robley D. Evans, U. & N., was Interviewed
this cvening on board the schooner-yacht
Bhamrock, which ls crulsing with the New
York Yacht Ciub fleet.

In reply to the question whether there
was any truth In the statement published
that he gave a signal ta Rear Admiral
Schley, Admiral Evans replied:

“I have had no Interview with anybody
connected with the New York papers, and
I have never expressed my views in refer-
ence to the slgnals  which  Commodore
_ Schley did not understand at Clenfuegos.
“Those slgnals had been given to me con-

Barricaded the Courthoune.

The Courthouse is barricaded. Practlcal-
ly the entire town Is under arms. Rhodes
and Lovewell have a followlng of probably
5,000 men. Serlous trouble has been avold-
ed since last Saturday only by the active
efforts on the part of thase who would pre-
gerve the peace.

An appeal Is made to Governor Davis to
put the county under martlal law.

There is much excitement and many peo-
ple are leaving the nelghborhood. The
lynching of an alleged negro murderer last
Friday ten miles from Osceola, after he
had been take 1 from one of Sherift Bowen's
deputies, has added to the excitement.
